Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-12 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by lguchi(U.S.Pat.5,053,593). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 19 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Iguchi in 
view of Pulkowski et al.(U.S.Pat.4,621,177) . Iguchi discloses a low frequency 
electromagnetic induction heater that shows many of the features of the claimed 
invention but fails to show a curved plate. Pulkowski discloses an inductor configured 
for eddy current heating in the papermaking process that shows a curved plate. It would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill at the time of the claimed invention to use a 
curved plate as taught by Pulkowski with the invention of Iguchi because the curved 
plate allows for rolling a paper product around a drum for proper processing. 
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Double Patenting 

Claims 1-19 are also rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable overclaims 1-20 of U.S. Patent No. 7,126,095. 
Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from 
each other because a frying hob is not patently distinct from a magnetic heating device 
and the intended use of a product is not considered germane to patentability and 
aluminum is paramagnetic. 

Claims 14-17 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Mittlemann, lguchi'107, Furukawa, Laronze and Kandev are cited 
to show structure similar to the claimed invnetion.
